Italy Sends Full Army Against Yugoslav Guerillas

LONDON, July 15.— 
(BUP) Italian reinforce- 
ments have been rushed to 
Yugoslavia to combat out- 
breaks by patriots who re- 
portedly have killed six im- 
portant Axis officials in the 
past five days, reliable pri- 
vate sources said today. 


Vichy reports, heavily censored, 
also said that Bastille Day in 
France was marked by numerous 
outbreaks and that two women 
patriots were killed and _ five 
wounded at Marseilles when 
members of Jacque Doriot’s Fas- 
cist party tried to break up a 
demonstration. 

It was said that two of the men 
killed in Yugoslavia were Major S.

CAIRO, July 15.—(AP)—An Axis attack on Tel El Hisa™ 


with tanks and infantry, the third successive énemy assault | 
on the British-held height in Egypt’s corridor battle zone, 
was launched at dusk yesterday and lasted into the night, | 
British headquarters announced today.

While the heavy clash of ground 
forces occurred in the north, on the 
coastal end of the line, patrols and 
columns fought minor actions fur- 
ther inland in the central and south- 
ern sectors of the front between tne 
Mediterranean and the Qattara de- 
pression some 70 miles west of 
Alexandria. 


DESTROY EQUIPMENT 

The communique did not indicate 
the outcome of any of these engage- 
ments but said the R.A.F. still was 
dealing the Axis heavy blows to 
their hard-to~replace mechanized 
and armored equipment.

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Alberta Sugar Goes East 


Not all the results of war are bad. On- 


tario is now using sugar produced in 
western Canada, some of it in Alberta. 
One-third of all the sugar used in the 


western peninsula of that province this 
year is to go from the west, beet sugar 
from Alberta and Manitoba, or cane sugar 
from the B. C. refinery. 

The inference of course is that west- 
ern Canada has a surplus, based on the 
rationing allowance. It has. There is of- 
ficial assurance of the fact. The further 
inference is that if there was not this 
surplus in the west, eastern people—and 
we also—would be on still shorter rations. 

The Ontario people are bound to like 
our sugar. They will find it is real sugar, 
not some ersatz fraud. They won't be able 
to tell it from the sugar they have been 
using. They won't even be able to tell 
which is made from cane juice and which 
cémes from beets; for sugar is sugar. But 
may we hope they will all learn and re- 
member where their wartime supply is 
coming from, and go on using Alberta and 
other western sugar when peace comes 
again? 


Wrecked Factories Don’t Produce 


Production at the Renault tank and 
airplane factory, near Paris, has been cut 
75 per cent since the R.A.F. bombed the 
plant some weeks ago. The factory form- 
erly produced 600 tanks, 300 aircraft en- 
gines, and other equipment for Hitler's 
armies every month. 

More significant still, the bulk of the 
machinery not destroyed in the raid has 
been moved to Italy; an admission of the 
uselessness of rebuilding the plant; and by 
inference an admission also that war in- 
dustries anywhere in occupied France 
cannot be counted on from day to day as 
sources of Nazi munitions, now that the 
bombers are on the wing. 

In three months of bombing the R.A. 
F. has practically crippled U-boat con- 
struction along the whole Atlantic coast 
of France, the Netherlands and Germany. 
It has pummeled the industrial centres of 
the Ruhr until their output can be only a 
fraction. It has demonstrated, apparent- 
ly to the conviction of the Nazis, that 
large scale munitions-making cannot be 
carried on successfully in northern France. 
It has blown the main enemy ship-yards 
on the Baitic coast to ruins. 

It may be that the Nazi power could 
not be altogether destroyed from the air. 
But it is plain that a continuance of these 
raids will leave the Hitler armies short of 
vital equipment before the summer is end- 
ed. It is safe to surmise that the output of 
Nazi plants is not now making up for the 
munitions spent on the Russian front and 
that the tanks and planes used there were 
built last winter. 


They Talk Too Much 


Three more ships have been sunk by a 
submarine in the St. Lawrence river or 
gulf. Four men were killed in the attacks, 
and four are missing. The attacks were 
without warning, therefore in contraven- 
tion of international law and rank simply 
as attempted wholesale murder. 

For this news the public are indebted 
to the inadvertence of the member for 
Gaspe, who should have known better 
than to blurt out reports which had reach- 
ed him from some of his constituents. No 
harm would have been done if he could 
have told it to Canadians only. But in 
giving out the news he also told it to Ber- 
lin, and to the commander of the murder 
boat. The latter does not now have to re- 
port to his superiors where he is, at the 
risk of being detected and caught. The 
member for Gaspe has already told them, 
The U-boat can keep quiet, and wait for 
other victims. 

In London the minister of production 
told the House of Commons—and the lis- 
tening enemy—that the Allies now have a 
new and superior type of tank on the con- 
struction lines both in Britain and the 
United States; a type so superior that it 
will give us undoubted advantage in land 
fighting. Again, he should have known 
better than tell this to Berlin. 

A good many of the reverses the Allies 
have sustained have been partly or wholly 
due to public men giving out information 
they might better have kept to. them- 
selves. Having put everybody else under 
censorship, ministers and members of par- 
liaments should do the same to them- 
selves, 


Another Problem In Distribution 


Men called up for military training 
during July, August and September are 
expected to total 60,000, That is approxi- 
mately the number called since it was de- 
cided to keep trainees on service after 
their training periods had been com- 
pleted, The army of draftees will thus be 
doubled by the end of September. ‘ 

With the situation existing on the Pa- 
cific Coast, and drafted men now liable 
for service oversea if they should be re- 
quired, this speeding up of the training 
program is strictly in order. To not 
apeed up would be dangerous folly. 

At the same time, war industries are 


expanding and must be kept going at full 
blast, raw materials for munitions and 


civilian necessities must be produced, the 
harvest must be taken care of to secure 
the food supply of the nation and _ its 
fighting men and its allies, railways and 
other essential enterprises must be suffi- 
ciently manned. 

The recent ‘conscription’ debate in 
parliament showed that there are no 
exact figures on manpower in Canada; 
still less any classification which would 
simplify the problem of selection and allo- 
cation. Yet nothing is clearer than that 
there will have to be such selection and 
allocation if the available manpower is to 
be distributed with any regard to indivi- 
dual fitness and aptitudes and in a way to 
preserve balance between these five de- 
mands which must all be met. 


The director of national selective ser- 
vice SsayS war industries will require 
250,000 more men within the next five 
months, in addition to an estimated 80,- 
000 now unemployed but partially employ- 
able. 


What is plain is that there will have to 
be a wholesale diversion of men from non- 
essential occupations to the armed forces 
and to essential industries. Somehow, 
each man will have to be put at a job the 
country needs him to fill, whether or not 
that happens to be the job he would pre- 
fer or one for which he thinks himself na- 
turally adapted.

| Editor Bulletin: In an effort to 
| keep milk bottles in use and in 
consideration of the numerous 
salvage drives conducted for the 
war effort, we are making this 
| appeal to citizens. 

We believe that there are sev- 
| eral thousand milk bottles mis- 
placed or being used for purposes 
| other than containing milk. 

It js to the consumer's advan- 
tage to use the dairyman’s bottles 
rather than supplying his pwn 
container as he did formerly. 
Nevertheless, milk bottles are an 
expense to the dairyman. Last 
year in Edmonton the = small 
dairymen alone spent over six 
thousand dollars on bottles, The 
larger portion of this money was 
spent to replace bottles that had 
been lost. 

During 1942 dairymen will buy 
a percentage of the bottles they 
bought last year. The following 
are the reasons for this restric- 
tion: 

Glass is a priority. Conse- 
quently, the government is limit- 
ing the amount manufactured for 
civilian use, Secondly, Canada 
has _gtave shipping problems. 
Materials used in the manufac- 
ture of milk bottles are imported 
from England and Africa. 

During 1942 two hundred and 
forty-two allied vessels have 
been sunk. As a result, many 
imports fail to reach their destin- 
ations, Moreover, it is necessary 
to conserve shipping space. Only 
a secondary place is given to the 
imported materials of milk 
bottles. 

There is grave danger of milk 


bottles going completely out of| 


use, This would be a great in- 
convenience to consumers. Dairy- 
men are saving broken bottles 


to have them remelted and re-| 
| molded. Do your part by turning 
in all milk bottles to your dairy- | 


man.

Aged 19 when Hapsburg blood 
reddened the cobble-stones of 
Sarajevo, in 194, Timoshenko 
was called up, fought against 
the Austrians and Germans with 
distinction, and was brought 
back for special training 
machine-gun school, 

Then he went to the Fourth 
Cavalry Regiment, saw cavalry- 
men piled up before German 
howitzers, sent from defeat to 
defeat, Timoshenko began to 
talk to the cavalrymen about 
the need for new leaders 
new ideas. 


Scorns Defeat 


In 1917 Petrograd’s Ten Days 
shook the world, but did not 
shake cavalryman Timoshenko. 
He took the Fourth Cavalry 
Regiment, to a man, over to the 
side of the Revolution, soon be- 
came commander of the 6th Red 


|Army Cavalry Division 


Russia was worse 
than now; 14 armies 
her soil; Petrograd’s 
had a ration of 2 oz. of black 
bread a day: at Perm, black- 
smith Vorishilov’s soldiers had 
not a single crust for five days 

Enclosed in a narrow strip of 
Centra] Russia, the Soviet was 
technically defeated, as in 1941 

It was then Timoshenko 
learned contempt for technical 
defeat; af the lowest ebb of Red 
Army fortunes, he and Budenny 
thrust through the ring of fire, 
carried an audacious counter- 
offensive to the gat of War- 
saw, and saved Russia 

In 1941, he was to launch his 
successful counter-offensive just 
after Hitler had trumpeted at 
Munich: 

“Never was a_ great 
smashed in a shorter 
was Soviet Russia.”

Heavy taxation on liquor has 
sent liquor prices to a high level 
and has established a high mar- 
ket price for liquor, This makes 
the jllicit manufacture of alco- 
hol a financially attractive pur- 
suit, so attractive that crim- 
inals will take long chances and 
incur heavy penalties to engage 
in it. 

Thus, between the  uncon- 
| vinced drinker and the criminal 
j attracted by the profits of boot- 
legging, there is always a ready 
made bootleg set-up waiting to 
go into operation the minute 
prohibition is announced, 

When a man is thus moved to 
flout the law in regard to liquor 
regulations, his disposition to 
flout ‘all lAw is strengthened. 
One unenforceable law weakens 
all law. 

Add to these facts our sor- 
rowful recollections of the tre- 
mendous physical toll taken by 
poisonous alcoholic concoctions, 
prepared by amateurs in the last 
arid era, and it is easy to see 
why so many people regard pro- 
hibition with loathing and dread. 
Moral Problem 

Some opponents to prohibition 
declare that liquor is a social, 
physical and economic problem 
only, They deny the right of re- 
| ligious bodies to interfere and 
call anti-liquor propaganda 
sheer fanaticism, 

I think this is a mistake. 
| Doubtless there are some op- 
ponents of liquor who pursue 
| their purpose with the same 
blind and bitter zeal which the 


drunkard employs in the pur- 
suit of a bottle. Extremism is 


always to be deplored. It is in- 
effective and frequently ludi- 
| crous 

But it is a mistake to deny 
that liquor constitues a moral 
| problem, It most empatically 
does constitute a moral problem. 

And that is precisely why it 


cannot be finally solved by legis- 
lation, 


One can legislate to correct 
social, physical and economic 
evils. But moral evils must be 


attacked primarily from within, 
There are no laws against inci- 
dental lying and irreverence, for 
| INstance, because the proper be- 


| havior, in these respécts, arises 
| from the heart, not from statute 
books. 

What, then, is to be done 


about the liquor problem, since 
prohibition appears to defeat its 
Own purpose? 

It seems to me that the tre- 
mendous temperance sentiment, 
now prevalent across Canada 
and demonstrated the other day 
in the House of Commons, might 
well be harnessed to accomplish 
something effective in an edu- 
cative way and not be permitted 
to batter itself to pieces against 
the stone wall of prohibition 

We have seen our people re- 
spond nobly to appeals to limit 
| their consumption of other ar- 
| ticles needed for war’ purposes 
| They will react jn exactly the

Prospects Are 
Still Excellent 


OTTAWA, July 15.—(CP)—A 
few sections in eastern Canada 
are showing need of more rain 
but crop conditions on the whole 
are “being well maintained,” the 
Dominion bureau of statistics re- 
ported yesterday in the fourth of 
a series of seven telegraphic crop 
reports, 

“In the prairie provinces some-; 
what higher temperatures and pre- 
cipitation varying from showers to 
heavy rains have maintained the 
excellent prospects,” the report 
said. 

“British Columbia's crops 
also in excellent condition. 


HEAVY YIELD 

“The Ontario fall wheat crop is 
being cut and the yield is heavy. A 
good hay crop is being obtained 
and the harvest is well advanced. 
Spring sown cereals are also pro- 
gressing favorably and some of 
the early-sown grain is already} 
headed out and turning color. Pas- 
tures are mainly in good condition | 
although in need of more rain in 
the east.” 

Favored by fairly general rains, 
crop prospects generally in west- 
ern Canada were well maintain- 
ed during the past week, but 
some quite severe hail damage 
occurred in Saskatchewan and in 
isolated areas of Manitoba and 
Alberta, and the loss to individ- 
ual farmers will be quite heavy. 


The heavy rains and high winds | 
also caused much of the crop to 
lodge and a period of warm dry 
days now is required, especially in 
Alberta where the moisture sup- 
plies are adequate, the bureau said. 


HOPPERS NUMEROUS 

Grasshoppers are more numerous | 
but have not yet done any serious 
damage standing crops, while | 
sawfly infestation in Alberta is re- 
ported to be as severe as it was in 
1941 Flaxseed crops are reported | 
to be good in Manitoba and in some 
districts of Alberta are coming into | 
flower 

Favorable growing weather was 
experienced in most sections of 
Alberta during the past week al- 
though heavy rains in the central 
districts and parts of the north 
Slowed crop development to some 
extent. Scattered showers oc- 
curred elsewhere in the province 
and moisture conditions are gen- 
erally satisfactory, Wheat is 
heading out in all districts which 
Stands from two to 219 feet in 
height. 

On the whole from 50 to 60 per 
cent of the wheat is headed. Coarse 
grains are beginning to head in 
many areas and generally are a 
heavy siand.

Farming Labor 


Information has not yet been 
received by the provincial depart- 
ment of agriculture on the domin- 
jon government’s vote of $100,000 
to assist provinces in organizing 
and transporting labor for farm- 
ers in view of the critical farm 
labor shortage, it was reported by 
officials of the department Wed- 
nesday. | 

It was pointed out that Hon. D. 
Bruce MacMillan, minister of agri- 
culture, and O. S. Longman, deputy 
minister, are now in Ottawa for a 
discussion of agricultural problems 
with the dominion government, It 
is expected the farm labor situation 
will be one of the questions dealt 
with, and it was stated the minister 
would likely have an announcement 
to make in this connection on his 
return to the city next week. 


SURVEY ON SHORTAGE 

Results of a farm labor survey 
conducted by the extension branch 
of the provincial department of 
agriculture in conjunction with the 

agriculture section of the Edmonton 
Chamber of Commerce were Tre- 
leased here Tuesday. ; 

The survey revealed a_ serious 
shortage of farm workers in Alberta, 

In the house of commons earlier 
this week Agriculture Minister 
Gardiner announced that a vote of 
$100,000 had been set aside to 
assist provinces in organizing and 
transporting labor for farmers. It 
was not stated how this amount 
would be apportioned among the 
provinces. 

In his statement the minister said 
it would be difficult to mobilize any 
considerable amount of additional 
labor for farms, although it might 
be possible to shift some men from 
one place to another.

_ Foxhole Defies Tank 


A student at the Ft. Benning Infantry Officers’ School 
learns defence against tanks—by letting one rumble right 
over his foxhole. The big army tank speeds ahead—awe- 
inspiring tons of clanking, roaring, steel. The soldier is 
directly in its path, The tank driver sees him but doesn’t 


slacken speed. His steel monster runs right over the soldier. 
Terrific? You bet it is, but it’s being done many times a day 
to many soldiers at the Infantry Officers’ Candidate 
School. To still your palpitating heart, you should know 


that the soldier was down in a foxhole and wasn't disturbed 
by the tank's passage, except possibly by a splatter of top 
dirt that the tank treads knocked down on him. The stunt is 
part of the course that teaches infantrymen defence 
against mechanized attack. It also teaches them the value 
of the foxhole, underlining the practical lessons learned 
under fire on Bataan Peninsula, The procedure is simple. 
Each student officer simply digs a standard-sized foxhole 
for himself and then is run over by a tank, These fox holes 
are approximately three and a half feet long, two feet wide 
and four feet deep. Along comes the tank, down goes the 
soldier, and when the tank passes over, he pops up, con- 
vinced that tanks cannot hurt him if he digs in. Later, as an
